Drivers’ licenses now are filled 
out by the applicant and then 
machine-stamped in motor vehicle 
offices. Forgers use rubber stamps 
to im itate the departm ent's im­ 
pression. 
Great Extent Doubted 
“We doubt the situation is too 
widespread,” the spokesman said. 
‘T here are 5.600,000 licensed driv­ 
ers in the state and it would seem 
th at the only persons interested 
in forgery 
would be hoodlums, 
criminals or drivers whose licenses 
have been revoked.”

MARCH TO JANUARY 
If days had feelings like human beings and 
animals, March 4 must sigh after its past 
glory.

The change, effected by a constitutional 
amendment early in 1933, was long sup­ 
ported by the late Senator George \V. Norris 
of Nebraska. His purpose was to eliminate 
as far as possible the lame-duek sessions of 
Congress. 
For a long time this change was resisted | 
almost single-handed by the late Speaker 
Nicholas Longworth, wh<f disliked change. 
When the Republican defeat of 1930 turned 
the speakership over to John N. Garner, the 
Norris proposal went through and was 
speedily ratified by the state. 
There is still the possibility of some legis­ 
lation by defeated congressmen. Much of the 
time after election and before January 20 is, 
however, taken up with the Christmas recess. 
The date of the new Congress could not be 
advanced much, and still give time for ac­ 
curate determination of the election results. 
Our government functions much better 
because of the Norris Amendment.

SPIES AND COUNTERSPIES 
Spy stories, 
always 
fascinating, 
have 
come into especial prominence lately, with 
the publication of accounts of two master 
spies. Admiral Wilhelm Canaris. head of 
Hitlers intelligence service, has 
de­ 
scribed as secretly furnishing valuable infor­ 
mation to the British, his idea being to 
bring about Hitler’s downfall and thus avert 
certain ruin for Germany. Soon afterward 
came an account of the career of Dr. Rich­ 
ard Sorge, a Russian agent who wormed his 
way into the Japanese innermost councils , 
and gave his employers information with­ 
out which they might well have lost the war. 
Coming closer home, attention has been 
attracted by the narrative of Herbert A. 
Philbrick, the FBI agent who joined the 
Communist party to discover what treason it 
might be planning. 
The story to end all such stories was told 
by Gilbert K. Chesterton, British philoso­ 
pher, humorist and novelist. In “The Man 
Who Was Thursday” he told of a Scotland 
Yard detective who joined a criminal group 
to unmask it. In due time he was elected to 
the governing board of seven, each named 
from a day in the week, he being Thursday. 
He then learned that the other six were also 
Scotland Yard detectives, who had joined the 
group for the same reason as himself.

A PROGRAM FOR POLITICAL ACTION 
For many years, it has been apparent th at 
while thousands of books have been appearing on 
all phases of our political, social and economic 
problems, few, if any, have been published which 
set out to re-state American thought on these sub­ 
jects. 
We have become so accustomed to the sub­ 
ordination of American interests to globalism and 
to M arxism sociology and Keynesian economics, 
th at it is refreshing to read an American book. 
Many journalistic efforts have been made in 
this direction, but w hat seemed to Im' most needed 
and desired is a work that combined scholarship, 
which is the ability to find and use data, w ith ex­ 
perience in practical m atters, w ith a capacity for 
objective and constructive thinking. 
Raymond Molcy was. you may recall, engaged 
by Franklin D. Roosevelt to group together a num­ 
ber ot brilliant minds to perform precisely such a 
teat. 
This was the original "Brain T rust" which 
Molcy headed. 
His group, it would seem to me, 
were closer to this book than to w hat we have come 
to know as the New Deal. 
Mr. Roosevelt found it 
politically appropriate to move far from such 
guidance and accepted rath er a program of frag­ 
mentizing the American people into elem ents of 
self-interest who would vote for him in subsequent 
elections. 
Mr. Molcy then returned to Columbia 
University and the publication "Newsweek.” leav­ 
ing the New Deal just at the moment when it 
turned sharply to the Left. 
Muley has now published a book. "How to 
Keep O ur Liberty,” which appears to me to be 
exactly the volume about America that I have 
been looking for. 
Muley, whom I would regard as 
a conservative, is certainly not a reactionary, 
docs no! expect to discover a formula for bring­ 
ing back the "good obi days.” whenever they m ight 
have been. 
Rut he says that there is an American 
way of doing things and that by those processes 
we built a very im portant and great nation. 
Since 
we have deserted those processes, we have come 
upon troubled times 
He suggests a practical pro­ 
gram for the achievement of social objectives 
without destroying the American way 
He lays this foundation for fhe discussion:

our liberty.

I have w ritten about 
the use of antabuse, which is effective if the alco­ 
holic really w a n t s to tie cured. As long as he is 
willing to take antabuse, he will not drink alcohol; 
it is this willingness, this w anting to be cured, th at 
is necessary for success in the treatm ent of alco­ 
holism by any m ethod of cure. 
W hat is nafVirally considered a more effective 
cure (or alcoholism is that u sed by Alcoholic Anony­ 
mous, in which each individual prays daily for help 
from a Higher Power, as he adm its to himself, his 
iamily. and others that he needs Som ething or 
Someone stronger than h i m s e l f to cure his alco­ 
holism. 
Some years ago I asked a psychiatrist about a 
cure for alcoholism in a young professional man. The 
psychiatrist replied th at if his love for his family 
was not strong enough to cause him to give up 
alcohol, he could not do anything about him. 
In The Journal of the Am* rican Medical Asso­ 
ciation, Dr. Edward A. Streckcr, the noted Phila­ 
delphia psychiatrist, professor ot psychiatry, Uni­ 
versity of Pennsylvania, states that the attitude of 
the family toward the alcoholic is most im portant 
when the psychiatrist tries to bring about a cure. 
Dr. St reeker says that to procure the cooperation 
of the family' is far from an easy task. "It is hard 
to convince an emotionally possessive m other th at 
her plan of watching, following, protecting, bribing 
and punishing her alcoholic son is not feasible. 
Some wives, however good their intent, are bom 
to be sniffers. It is discouraging for someone who is 
sincerely trying to get well to be sniffed for odor 
of alcohol as soon as he comes home. The plan of 
treatm ent, which is being nurtured so th at it will 
grow and flower into maturity', w’ill wither and die 
if the home atm osphere continues to favor childish 
emotional dependency and im m aturity in the pa­ 
tient.” 
The treatm ent of alcoholism by the psychiatrist 
then consists in having the family back him up in 
his method of treatm ent. This method consists of 
regular talks or interviews in the psychiatrist’s 
office in which the patient’s desire for alcohol is 
shown to be rooted in his failure to achieve ma­ 
turity, his failure to grow up and be the man he 
can bo. H e turns to alcohol to help himself face 
his problems; this im m aturity is not a matter of 
lack of m ental or physical strength. He is shown 
that he can develop to full maturity if he really 
w ants to do so.

MARCH TO JANUARY 
If days had feelings like human beings and 
animals, March 4 must sigh after its past 
glory. For many years it was the most im­ 
portant date in our government, that on 
which, in every alternate year, the personnel 
of Congress changed and in every fourth 
year the president. Since 1933 this distinc­ 
tion has been transferred to January 20. and 
March 4 has become just another day. 
The change, effected by a constitutional 
amendment early in 1933, was long sup­ 
ported by the late Senator George \Y. Norris 
of Nebraska. His purpose was to eliminate 
as far as possible the lame-duck sessions of 
Congress. 
For a long time this change was resisted 
almost single-handed by the late Speaker 
Nicholas Longworth, who disliked change. 
When the Republican defeat of 1930 turned 
the speakership over to John N. Garner, the 
Norris proposal went through and was 
speedily ratified by the state. 
There is still the possibility of some legis­ 
lation by defeated congressmen. Much of the 
time after election and before January 20 is, . 
however, taken up with the Christmas recess. 
The date of the new Congress could not be j 
advanced much, and still give time for ac­ 
curate determination of the election results. 
Our government functions much better 
because of the Norris Amendment.

SPIES AND COUNTERSPIES 
Spy stories, 
always 
fascinating, 
have 
come into especial prominence lately, with 
the publication of accounts of two master 
spies. Admiral Wilhelm Canaris, head of 
Hitler’s intelligence service, has boen de­ 
scribed as secretly furnishing valuable infor­ 
mation to the British, his idea being to j 
bring about Hitler’s downfall and thus avert 
certain ruin for Germany. Soon afterward 
came an account of the career of Dr. Rich- 
ard Sorge, a Russian agent who wormed his 
way into the Japanese innermost councils j 
and gave his employers information with­ 
out which they might well have lost the war. ' 
Coming closer home, attention has been ! 
attracted by the narrative of Herbert A. 
Philbrick, the FBI agent who joined the 
Communist party to discover what treason it 
might be planning. 
The story to end all such stories was told 
by Gilbert K. Chesterton, British philoso­ 
pher, humorist and novelist. In “The Man 
Who Was Thursday” he told of a Scotland 
Yard detective who joined a criminal group 
to unmask it. In due time he was elected to j 
the governing board of seven, each named 
from a day in the week, he being Thursday. 
He then learned that the other six were also 
Scotland Yard detectives, who had joined the 
group for the same reason as himself.

A PROGRAM FOR POLITICAL ACTION 
For many years, it has been apparent that 
while thousands of books have been appearing on 
all phases of our political, social and economic 
problems, few, if any, have been published which 
set out to re-state American thought on these sub­ 
jects. We have become so accustomed to the sub­ 
ordination of American interests to globalism and 
to Marxism sociology and Keynesian economics, 
that it is refreshing to read an American book. 
Many journalistic efforts have been made in 
this direction, but what seemed to be most needed 
and desired is a work that combined scholarship, 
which is the ability to find and use data, with ex­ 
perience in practical m atters, with a capacity for 
objective and constructive thinking. 
Raymond Moley was. you may recall, engaged 
by Franklin D. Roosevelt to group together a num­ 
ber ol brilliant minds to perform precisey such a 
teat. 
This was the original “Brain Trust” which 
Moley headed. 
Ilis group, it would seem to me, 
were closer to this book than to what we have come 
to know as the New Deal. 
Mr. Roosevelt found it 
politically appropriate to move far from such 
guidance and accepted rather a program of frag­ 
mentizing the American people into elements of 
self-interest who would vote for him in subsequent 
elections. 
Mr. Moley then returned to Columbia 
University and the publication “Newsweek.” leav­ 
ing the New Deal just at the moment when it 
turned sharply to the Left. 
Moley has now published a book, “How to 
Keep Our Liberty,” which appears to me to be 
exactly the volume about America that I have 
been looking for. 
Moley, w hom I would regard as 
a conservative, is certainly not a reactionary. .H f 
docs not expect to discover a formula for bring­ 
ing back the “good old days,” whenever they might 
have been. But he says that there is an American 
way of doing things and that by those processes 
we built a very important and great nation. Since 
we have deserted those processes, we have come 
upon troubled times. 
He suggests a practical pro­ 
gram for the achievement of social objectives 
without destroying the American way. 
He lays this foundation for the discussion: 
“The impairment of constitutional protections 
and our party system, the immense growth of 
Federal power, the increasing dependence of mil­ 
lions of people upon government bounties, and the 
insidious attack of alien philosophies—all these 
arh evidences of a throat to those republican in­ 
stitutions which collectively have been a shield of 
our liberty. 
"The intervention of government in our eco­ 
nomic and social life proceeds in what we may 
roughly* call geometric progression. 
With each 
new encroachment upon the area of liberty, gov­ 
ernment grows more potent and liberty weaker. 
Ultimately, an unseen line is crossed, and resist­ 
ance becomes impossible. 
The individual cannot 
regain his liberty, because his capacity for self- 
determination is exhausted. As a nation, we reach 
a point of no return.” 
The book has been so carefully prepared that 
while it is chock-full of studied data, it reads 
smoothly. 
But what pleases me most is that 
Moley docs not leave his book at denunciation, 
complaint and pessimism, but builds a const mo­ 
tive 
program 
for 
the 
movement 
away 
from 
Statism and Socialism to the re-achievement of 
liberty through political action. 
He reaffirms the 
American way, which is inevitably the use of the 
political 
method of 
representative 
government. 
Harts three and four of this book are essential 
to 
anyone 
who 
really 
wishes to understand the 
America of 1932 and who wants to do something 
about it. 
Molev says: 
"In a froe society national goals are not fixed 
and attained by coercion, as they are in Soviet 
Russia. 
Liberty permeates the nation with 
a 
million forces; the achievement is unpredictable, 
and therein lies the zest of anticipation. 
As long 
as we are sure of the direction in which we are 
going and are sure of the motives and principles 
that guide us, we can arttic’patc a bi tter life. That 
should be enough assurance for free men.” 
The motives of our current administration are 
doubted by most Americans and the direction of 
political purpose has become to confused that what 
seem to be errors of practice are in reality errors 
of direction. 
We have no targets. 
We have lost 
our direction.

W hat is nafiirally considered a more effective 
cure for alcoholism is that used by Alcoholic Anony­ 
mous, in which each individual prays daily for help 
from a Higher Power, as he admits to himself, hit 
family, and others that he needs Something or 
Someone stronger than himself to cure his alco­ 
holism. 
Some years ago I asked a psychiatrist about a 
cure for alcoholism in a young professional man. Thc 
psychiatrist replied that if his love for his family 
was not strong enough to cause him to give up 
alcohol, he could not do anything about him. 
In The Journal of the American Medical Asso­ 
ciation, Dr. Ed ward A. Streckcr, the noted Phila­ 
delphia psychiatrist, prolessor of psychiatry, Uni­ 
versity of Pennsylvania, states that the attitude of 
the family toward the alcoholic is most important 
when the psychiatrist tries to bring about a cure. 
Dr. Strecker says that to procure the cooperation 
of the family is far from an easy task. “It is hard 
to convince an emotionally possessive mother that 
her plan ol watching, following, protecting, bribing 
and punishing her alcoholic son is not feasible. 
Some wives, however good their intent, are born 
to be sniffers. It is discouraging for someone who is 
sincerely trying to get well to be sniffed for odor 
of alcohol as soon as he comes home. The plan of 
treatm ent, which is being nurtured so that it will 
grow and flower into m aturity, will wither and die 
if the home atmosphere continues to favor childish 
emotional dependency and immaturity in the pa­ 
tient.” 
The treatm ent of alcoholism hy the psychiatrist 
then consists in having the family back him up in 
his method of treatm ent. This method consists of 
regular talks or interviews in the psychiatrist’s 
office in which the patient’s desire for alcohol is 
shown to be rooted in his failure to achieve ma­ 
turity, his failure to grow up and be the man he 
can be. He turns to alcohol to help himself face 
his problems; this immaturity is not a m atter of 
lack of mental or physical strength. He is show'n 
that he can develop to full m aturity if he really 
wants to do so.

The general field of heart dis­ 
ease—the country’s number one 
killer—was discussed by Dr. Fred­ 
eric Holcomb at the Rotary Club 
lunchcon-mccting Wednesday.
